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Response to Arguments 

1 . With regard to claims 1 through 7, the scope of the claimed invention is unclear 
because Applicant appears to positively recite the retaining wall and the tieback rod in 
claim 1 on lines 6 through 8. 

2. The amendment to claim 28 further defining the wale as unitary requires further 
search and consideration. 

3. With regard to Applicant's statements that Weber '669 fails to teach a wale, the 
Examiner has referred to Merriam- Webster's Collegiate Dictionary -Tenth Edition for 
the definition of a wale: a horizontal constructional member (as of timber or steel) used 
for bracing vertical members. The device shown by Weber '669 meets this definition. 

4. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., the openings) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993). 

5. With regard to Applicant's argument pertaining to the difference between the 
design and method of connection of the claimed invention and the device shown by 
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Weber '669, the design and method of construction of the devices are not germane to 
the issue of patentability because Weber '669 as modified in the above Office action 
teaches the structural limitations. 

6. With regard to Applicant's statements regarding Fox '970, the Examiner notes 
that the reference was not used for the teaching of a channel but relied upon for its 
disclosure of upper and lower reinforcing walls and a plurality of chambers between 
front and back walls. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are irrelevant.
